SUBJECT: Discussion with William Harris of the Murphy Commission 


. Harris called today to report the visit he had had with 

S ymour Hersh and the content of that discussion. He noted that 
Hersh had reported that the New York Times' article on Sunday 
concernxng the Director's position was-^^scious leak from I 
high-level source in the White House. He registered displeasure 
with this kind of Washington politics, but observed that, ”That's 
the way things work. ” I offered no comment. 

2. Harris also reported that he had seen in Hersh's office a 
compilation of bits and pieces which begin to make up a rathL 
revealing story about NSA and the U. S. cryptologic effort. (I've 
advised General Allen. ) He observed there needs to be an infusion
